Charges laid 
in murder case 


Dartmouth. Two men 

are accused of killing 
pizza delivery driver 
Donald Chad Smith

Two men are charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
2010 shooting death of a pizza 
deliveiy driver who was work¬ 
ing in Dartmouth, a crime 
that police say was targeted. 

Donald Chad Smith, a 
27-year-old from Windsor 
Junction, was shot while deliv¬ 
ering pizza on Joseph Young 
Street. He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

An employee at the pizza 
shop said Smith had only 
started his job a few days be¬ 
fore being shot. 

On Wednesday, police ar¬ 
rested three men in relation to 
the shooting, and after inter¬ 
views with major-crime inves¬ 



tigators, a 21-year-old from 
Dartmouth and a 21-year-old 
from Cheriy Brook were each 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der. 

“We do believe the victim 
and suspects were known to 
one another and it wasn’t a 
random incident,” said Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourdages. 

The two men charged were 
both arrested on Wednesday 
morning. Around 1 p.m., po¬ 
lice announced that another 
man — a 26-year-old former 
Dartmouth resident — had 
also been arrested outside the 
province. 


Bourdages said the third 
man was released several 
hours after being questioned 
by investigators. “At this time, 
no charges will be laid against 
him,” he said. 

When asked what led to 
these arrests almost three 
years after Smith was gunned 
down, Bourdages said it was a 
“long and complicated” inves¬ 
tigation that took time. 

“We are pleased to bring 
the people responsible to jus¬ 
tice,” he said. 

Both men were being held 
in police custody overnight 
and will be arraigned at Dart¬ 
mouth provincial court Thurs¬ 
day morning.

Twitter. Advocacy 
group for sex-crime 
victims fed up with lack 
of action in province

An advocate for victims of sex¬ 
ual violence has backtracked 
on a somewhat controversial 
call to action — or lack thereof 
— in hopes of getting the issue 
on the radar for the next prov¬ 
incial election. 

The WomenVote2013 Twit¬ 
ter account launched Wednes¬ 
day with a bio that stated, “Vote 
for the party that commits to 
protect you. If none do — don’t 
vote!” 

“We don’t want more dis¬ 


engaged voters,” responded 
Twitter user PamelaHPL, one of 
several people to question the 
“don’t vote” strategy. “We need 
voters to DEMAND ANSWERS.” 

Sherri Bain, who runs the 
WomenVote2013 account, is a 
survivor spokesperson for the 
group Safety for Our Sisters and 
said she was surprised by the 
response. 

She said withholding the 
vote seemed the best way to 
protest a lack of action on Nova 
Scotia’s high incidence of sex 


crimes. 

“People ... don’t know 
that Nova Scotia is leading the 
country with these horrible 
statistics, and we’re lagging 
behind other provinces in our 
approach to it,” she said. 

Bain organized a roundt¬ 
able discussion on sexual vio¬ 
lence with politicians earlier 
this month and said her group 
wants the three parties to com¬ 
mit to greater treatment and 
prevention resources in their 
campaign platforms. 


Halifax MP Megan Leslie 
said she would encourage cit¬ 
izens concerned about any 
issue to lobby candidates, join 
an advocacy group or even a 
political party. 

“A party is only as strong as 
the members in it,” she said. 
“So if we’re not getting that 
feedback and we’re not getting 
that civic engagement within 
our party, then it’s not going to 
happen.” 

By the end of the day, Bain 
had modified the Twitter bio to 
replace “don’t vote” with “leave 
your ballot blank” — a strategy 
Leslie still said wasn’t ideal. 

“I have spoiled my ballot... 
but in retrospect, I feel like that 
was a really passive move,” she 
said. “I regret that I didn’t just 
actually get involved and send a 
message to any of those candi¬ 
dates that you’re not speaking 
to the issues that I care about.”

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Colville had a gift for evoking love 
and folly, memorial service hears 


World-renowned 
artist. Realist painter 
died last Tuesday at 
the age of 92 


No moment was too small 
or trifling for Alex Colville 
to capture in one of his 
paintings. 

The ordinary, he once said, 
is important. 

But it was Colville’s extra- 
ordinaiy talent for reflecting 
the tenderness of love and 
ravages of war in his art that 
was remembered at his me¬ 
morial service on Wednesday 
in Wolfville. 

Family, friends and admir¬ 
ers paid their respects at the 
Manning Memorial Chapel at 
Acadia University, where he 
once served as chancellor. 

A casket draped in the 
Canadian flag led a proces¬ 
sion of mourners inside 
the chapel, where longtime 
friend James Perkin recalled 


Lasting contribution 


“We remember a man who had an instinct for keen 
observation and a gift to communicate in his art 
and in his life that which he observed.” 

Rev. Timothy McFarland, Acadia University chaplain 


how Colville’s experiences as 
an official war artist during 
the Second World War would 
haunt him decades later. 

“A man of profound resili¬ 
ence, he never took an easy, 
optimistic view of human af¬ 
fairs, having seen the depth 
of cruelty to which human¬ 
ity can sink,” Perkin told the 
small, packed chapel while 
some 300 mourners watched 
the service in an adiacent 
hall. 

“He has left behind a 
grieving family, a saddened 
circle of friends, a town that 
has lost a beloved citizen. But 
what a legacy he has left,” 
Perkin said. 

“Works of art that will last 


forever, paintings that reveal 
the tenderness of human 
love, the faithfulness of ani¬ 
mals, the nobility of eveiy- 
day work, all co-existing with 
the folly and destruction of 
wars and the uncertainty of 
life itself.” 

Colville’s body of work, 
which spanned decades, was 
memorable and accessible. 
His art reached millions of 
Canadians and admirers 
around the world through 
art galleries, magazines, book 
covers, posters, television 
and even the cover of Bruce 
Cockburn’s 1973 album 
Night Vision, which featured 
the painting Horse and Train.

Artist stoked over battle of the brush strokes 



For one local artist, it’s the 
brush, not the pen, that’s 
mightier than the sword.

College of Art and Design 
graduate ended up winning 
in her home city. The win¬ 
ner of each 20-minute round 
is determined by audience 
voting, and the most popu¬ 
lar painting wins. 

“You are in the middle 
of a party. It’s the people’s 
choice, it’s a democratic en¬ 


vironment,” Garoutte said. 

Armed with only her 
brushes, she will battle 
painters from across the 
country. She works at 
Zwiclcer’s Art Gallery and 
likes the contest because it 
changes how people observe 
art. 

“It brings this whole kind 
of accessibility of art to the 
public, where people don’t 
have to feel like they have 
to walk into an art gallery,” 
she said. In the past, Ga¬ 
routte put art in a new place 
by turning tiny watercolour 
paintings into jewelry.

Provincial and territorial lead¬

in Toronto on matters related 
to Alberta’s flood aftermath, 
issued a statement saying she 
in fact supports the decision 
taken at the meeting.

And a spokeswoman for

Train derailment kills dozens 


A passenger train derailed Wed¬ 
nesday night on a curvy stretch 
of track in northwestern Spain, 
killing at least 40 people caught 
inside toppled cars and injuring 
more than 140 in the country’s 
worst rail accident in decades, 
officials said. 

Bodies were covered in blan¬ 
kets next to the tracks and res¬ 


cue workers tried to get trapped 
people out of the train’s cars, 
with smoke billowed from 
some of the wreckage. Some 
passengers were pulled out of 
broken windows, and one man 
stood atop a carriage lying on 
its side, using a pickaxe to tiy 
to smash through a window.

Cartoon sees 
superheroine fight to 
keep girls' school open 


Wonder Woman and Supergirl 
now have a Pakistani counter¬ 
part — one that shows a lot 
less skin. 

Meet the Burka Avenger: a 
mild-mannered teacher with 
secret martial-arts skills who 
uses a black burka to hide 
her identity as she fights local 
thugs seeking to shut down 
her girls’ school. 

Sadly, it’s a scenario Pak¬ 
istanis are all too familiar with. 
The Taliban have blown up 
hundreds of schools and at¬ 
tacked activists who support 
girls’ education. 

Action in the Burka Aven¬ 
ger cartoon series is much 
more lighthearted. The bun¬ 
gling bad guys evoke more 
laughter than fear and are no 


match for the Burka Avenger, 
undoubtedly the first South 
Asian ninja who wields books 
and pens as weapons. 

The Urdu language show is 
the brainchild of one of Pak¬ 
istan’s biggest pop stars, Aaron 
Haroon Rashid, who conceived 
of it as a way to emphasize the 
importance of girls’ education 
and teach children other les¬ 
sons, such as not discriminat¬ 
ing against others. 

The main bad guys are Va- 
dero Pajero, a corrupt polit¬ 
ician, and Baba Bandoolc, an 
evil magician meant to resem¬ 
ble a Taliban commander. 

In one episode, Bandoolc 
builds a robot to take over the 
world’s major cities. As he out¬ 
lines his plan, one of his min¬ 
ions asks, “But how will we get 
visas to go to all those places?” 
— a reference to how hard it 
can be for Pakistanis to travel, 
given their countiy’s reputa¬ 
tion.

Burka brings 
controversy, 
butimagine 
spandex 

The decision to clothe the 
superhero in a black burka 

— also often spelled burqa, 
a full-length robe common¬ 
ly worn by conservative 
Islamic women in Pakistan 
and Afghanistan — could 
raise eyebrows because 
some people view the outfit 
as a sign of oppression. 

The Taliban forced 
women to wear burlcas 
when they took control of 
Afghanistan in the 1990s. 

The version worn by 
the Burka Avenger shows 
only her eyes and fingers 

— though it has a sleeker, 
more ninja-lilce look than 
the bulky robes of an actual 
burka. 

Rashid, who is certainly 
no radical Islamist, said he

The prime minister’s staff 
won’t reveal who actually 
does the tweeting. 


The report also says Harp¬ 
er doesn’t engage frequently 
with others on Twitter. 

That would appear to 
include most other world 
leaders, including the U.S. 

Harper doesn’t fol¬ 
low Obama’s feed. 

“Prime Minister Harper is 
not very conversational, only 


2 per cent of his tweets are

Social media. Far from 
being tech-challenged, 
demo ranks among 
'most social consumers 
you’ll meet,’ report says 


Forget the outdated stereo¬ 
type of the tech-illiterate soc¬ 
cer mom. Twenty-first-centuiy 
moms are increasingly becom¬ 
ing one of the most digitally 
savvy cohorts in Canada, ac¬ 
cording to a recently released 
report backed by data from 
measurement firm comScore 
and online surveys. 

The 2013 Canada Social 
Mom report, published by the 
parenting website BabyCenter, 
calls today’s plugged-in moms 
“the most social consumers 
you’ll meet.” 

The report suggests 93 per 
cent of Canadian moms who 
use the Internet are logging into 


social networks eveiy month. 
Tablet ownership among moms 
was up nearly 100 per cent in 
the past year. And mothers 
were found to be two and a 
half times more likely to pre¬ 
fer checking their social media 
feeds on a smartphone rather 
than using a computer. 

Researchers have been 
watching Canadian moms dra¬ 
matically increase their Inter¬ 
net usage for years now, but 
preconceptions that they’re 
not interested in technology 
remain, said Gagan Sharma, 
research director for Mom 
Central Consulting, which has 
offices in Toronto, Boston and 
New York. 

“Despite the fact we see that 
moms are heavily engaged on¬ 
line, they’re tech savvy, they’re 
engaged, we still find there is 
that perception where people 
don’t understand that moms 
are actually leading the charge 
in a lot of ways,” Sharma said.

Music to foodies’ears. Live 
Nation will stick to locally 
sourced food at U.S. venues 


Concert promoter Live Nation is 
overhauling its U.S. concessions 
to serve only local produce and 
humanely-raised meats. 

Starting this week, all pro¬ 
duce served at Live Nation’s 
38 amphitheatres around 
the U.S. will be sourced from 
within roughly a 100-mile ra¬ 
dius (about 160 kilometres) of 
each venue. Additionally, all 
meats will cany either Certi¬ 
fied Humane, Global Animal 
Partnership or Animal Welfare 
Approved certification. 

The change will cost the 
company about an extra $1 mil¬ 


lion US a year, but concertgoers 
won’t see that reflected in food 
or ticket prices, says Live Na¬ 
tion CEO Michael Rapino. He 
believes the goodwill generated 
by serving better food and sup¬ 
porting local farms will be com¬ 
pensation enough. 

The company has brought 
on celebrity chef Hugh Ache- 
son as a consultant to help 
guide the changes. Acheson, an 
outspoken proponent of local 
and sustainable agriculture, is 
best known for appearances on 
Bravo’s Top Chef and Top Chef 
Masters, the associated press

Essentially it’s Goldilocks and The Three 
Bears if Goldilocks had grown up to be a player: 
Not hot enough! Too hot! Just right. Check! 

There are all types on Tinder, but a typical 
woman on the site is a 22-year-old named Lauren 
(I swear, every fourth one is Lauren) who has a 
small dog, friends she poses with at clubs, a ten¬ 
dency to get a leg up when she takes selfies, and 
an inspirational quote that makes sense about 35 
per cent of the time. (“Life is just in-between real¬ 
ity and fantasy, so love.”) 

If two people like each other, the app opens a 
chat window and you can start planning your 
wedding. If either person chooses “Nope,” then 
neither side is the wiser. 

Tinder removes all the depth from online dating, which is a bit 
like removing all the nutrients from a Twinlcie or cutting the sub¬ 
stantive scenes from a Michael Bay movie. 

But I still kind of like it. I know the gut reaction is to cry out 


about how shallow the app is, but whatever—most deep relation¬ 
ships start in the shallow end, and if two people just want to fool 
around in the pool, laughing Danger in the face, more power to 
them. My only issue —and what made me think about dating 
shrinking—is that there is no risk on Tinder. The app lets you ap¬ 
proach the most beautiful woman within 100 miles, and she can’t 
laugh in your face. She can screenshot you to Instagram, sure, but 
it doesn’t have quite the same impact. 

I remember how BIG dating seemed when I was in my early 
20s. Asking someone out was an enormous mountain to climb — 
a difficult task when your palms are sweaty and you’re hyper¬ 
ventilating. 

So what’s it like for a young person now? How do relationships 
feel when so many are started online, before you’re as jaded as a 
30-something? I’m not judging. I’m genuinely curious.

Now I swipe my thumb across her 
face. Dating maybe shrinking, but these are big thoughts for Lau¬ 
ren and I to consider.

1) Set a boundary 

It’s important to define a bor¬ 
der between your lawn and 
your garden using edging.

There are multiple op¬ 
tions for edging when it comes 
to material and price, including 
a cheaper plastic or a more ex¬ 
pensive steel or stone. 

2) Water it down

MLB. Blue Jays find new 
way to let win slip away 


The Toronto Blue Jays were 
perilously close to ending 
their losing streak. Then they 
discovered a new way to lose. 

With the Blue Jays a strike 
away from their first victory 
since July 13, the ball bounced 
over the head of centre-fielder 
Colby Rasmus, allowing the 
Los Angeles Dodgers’ Yasiel 
Puig to cross the plate and tie 
the score. An implosion by reli¬ 
able reliever Juan Perez in the 
10th inning sealed the Blue 
Jays’ seventh straight loss, 8-3 
to the Dodgers on Wednesday 
night at Rogers Centre. 

When closer Casey Janssen 
entered the game in the ninth 
to protect a one-run lead, it 
looked like Toronto finally had 
a winning recipe. Starter Esmil 
Rogers worked his way out of 
several jams, and the offence 
manufactured the go-ahead 
run in the eighth. 

But in a season that has 
grown increasingly frustrat¬ 
ing, Rasmus’ error provided 
another chapter. Andre Ethier 
fined a 1-2 pitch to centre, and 
it hopped over Rasmus’ head, 
scoring Puig from first. 

When the Blue Jays 
couldn’t bail Rasmus out, the 
vaunted bullpen fell apart for 
the second straight night. One 
of the team’s lone bright spots 
blew a five-run lead Tuesday,

and on Wednesday Perez had 
his nearly perfect season hit a 
roadblock. 

Perez, who entered with 
a 0.00 ERA, allowed a walk 
and then a two-run home run 
to Dodgers second baseman 
Mark Ellis.

Puig homered to break the 
game open, and later Ethier 
hit a two-run double to send 
fans streaming to the exits. 

Rasmus’ error was one of 
five total in the game, and it 
cost all-star Steve Delabar a 
victory and Janssen his 19th 
save of the season.
